THE ITATA CASK. 


The Chilean steamer Itata loaded with 


arms at San Diego, California, for the 
Congressionalists, who were then en- 
deavoring to liberate themselves from 
the tyranny of Balmaceda, who waa bet- 
ter adapted for thu ruler of Egypt or 
Turkey than for tho President of a repub- 
lic. The vessel was followed by the 
United States man-of-war Charleston to 
Santiago, Chili, and brought back to 
San Diego, where a part of her machinery 
waa taken out by the United States 
Marshal to prevent ber stealing away. 


Pending the trial of the Itata case, tho 


Congressionalists were 
victorious 
in 


Chili, Balmaceda wns deposed and the 
Government was placed under the con 
trol of a Junta until a President shoulc 
be elected. Tho success of tho Con 
gressionalists made tho Itatn a Govern 
mcnt vessel. 


A few days ago the United State 


Court dismissed the case against 
th< 


Itata and the arras which slio imd on 
board when she sailed from San Dieg 
now the Administration at Washington 
orders an appeal to be taken from th< 
decision of the United States Distric 
Court. 


In view of the fact that the relation; 


between the United States and Chili an 
somewhat strained in consequence o 
the trouble between American sailor 
and the Chileans at Valparaiso, anil tha 
the Congrcssionalists, in whose interes 
the Itata was carrying firms and muni 
tions of war, have undisputed control o 
the Chilean Government, the action o 
tho Administration is conceded by it 
organs lo be a blunder. It proves mon 
than all that has been said while Secre 
tary Elaine was absent from the Capital 
that his health, if not his intellect, is im 
paired, and that he is not the brilliant 
daring Blaine of old. 
The United 


States Court, upon what is believed t< 
be a fair interpretation of tho law of ua 
tions, dismissed the case against the Itati 
and gave onr Government opportunitj 
to honorably desist from further prose 
cation of a case in which public senti 
ment was not with it, but instead o 
availing itself of the opportunity it de 
cides to appeal to tho Supreme Cour 
and create the impression that our Gov 
eminent is not friendly and does not de 
sire to be friendly with the sncceosfu 
party in Chili. 


At the time Ohio was made a State there 


ere post traders at Richmond and Fort 
Vayue, whoso trade with the Indians 
vas very profitable. 
If the 
liufi had 


>ceu correctly ruu, these posts would 
ave been in the, new State of Ohio and 
be traders would lose their business. 
Tho traders bribed the surveying party 
which located the line and the posts 
were left on the Indiana side. 


As Indiana is entitled lo as much ter- 


itory as it now occupies, if the Ohio 
ine is moved West iuto what has beun 
recognized as Indiana territory, Indiana 
will be extended an equal distance West 
nto Illinois. 
Should this be done, the 


£35,000.000 stock yards and the present 
site of the World's Eair in Illinois will 
becoma a pait of Indiana, and Chicago 
will howl itself hoarse. 


DESERT LANDS. 


The 
Commissioner of the Genera 


Laud Office ruled that tho Act of Con 
gress of March 3rd, 1801, repealed th 
special Lassen County Desert Land Ac 
of March, 1875. 
This ruling interfere 


with the operations of San Franciscc 
men who have been locating desort land 
under the special act in Honey Lak 
Valiey with a 
view 
of reclaiming 


Thomas R. Grindley, 3VI. Oakley, A. J 
Armstrong and others who sunk artisinn 
wells and made other improvements on 
desert lands in Lassen county, have 
appealed to the Secretary of the Interio 
from the ruling of the Commissioner o 
the Land Office. 


The appellants set forth certain fact 


relating to the Acts of Congress relating 
to desert lands, and allege that partie 
under the Lassen County Special Ac 
of 1875, proceeded to apply for and ac 
quire title to desert lands in Lassen 
county up to tha date of the instruction 
given by the Commissioner of the Gen 
eml Land Office, August 31, 1891, and 
neither the Act of 1877 uor the Act o 
1891, was ever referred to by the Regis 
ter and Receiver of the Land Office a 
Snsanville in which land district Lassen 
county is situated, nor by the Commis 
sioner of the General Land Office a 
Washington until date of his letter o 
August 31,1891, a long time after these 
applications were made and acceptec 
by the Register and Receiver. The pe 
titioners hold that the Act of Congress 
of March, 1891, did not repeal the Las 
sen County Special Act of 1875, and ask 
that the Commissioner's ruling be no 
sustained. 


STATE BOUNDARIES. 


There is a dispute over the boundary 


line between the States of Ohio and Indi 
ana, which is creating considerable com 
motion. Facts recently developed show 
that a strip of land, averaging six miles 
wide, on the Eastern boundary of Indi 


• atta -Belongs to Ohio. 
A surveying partj 


sent out by the Government has been a 
•work two months for the purpose o 
.locating the line between the two States 
It is understood that the surveyors havi 
found that the true line, as declared 
when Ohio was organised into a State 
commences twelve miles West of th 
present boundary lino at the North, and 
runs directly South to the present liu 
between Ohio and Indiana, thus making 
strip 200 miles long and of an average 
width of six miles, making 13,000 squar 
miles to which Ohio lays claim.

An interesting .London building has

Tradition associated it quit* 
erroneously with the name of the famous 
Jack Sheppurd, but there is good ground 
for believing that it was the actual house 
in which lived Miles Syndercombe, tha 
prime mover in u plot against the life of 
Oliver Cromwell.

Syndercorube's guilt is assumed, for he 
is lauded as a martyr in tbe oause of lib- 
erty and compared to Brutus. Apart 
from its historical associations the cot- 
tage should have been preserved as be- 
ing probably the last remaining thatched 
building within the limits of tho county
